Booadwat  Improvements. — One  of  the  interestiug 
eTSDts  of  the  mouth  is  the  destruction  on  Broadwa^f 
some  Wd  nests  orviceand  wickedness.  The  Broadway 
House,  OQ  the  corner  of  Grand  street,  with  four  adjoiu- 
Ing  houses  on  the  front,  are  now  beiog  demolished,  ex¬ 
tending  through  to  Crosby  street.  This  hotel  for  years 
has  beeo  a  disrepotable  place,  and  filled  with  all  aorta 
of  Iniquity.  The  old  Burton  Theatre,  on  Chamber 
•treet,  and  all  the  low  groggeries  and  gambling-housn 
there,  are  doomed  soon  to  be '  replaced  by  elegant 
•tone.  A  similar  drinking-house  on  the  corner  of 
Prl'iCe  street,  opposite  the  Metropolitan  is  beiog  rege¬ 
nerated,  and  the  vile  gang  which  have  clostered  there, 
disponed.  On  Broadway,  nearly  every  block  is  having 
old  buildings  demolished.  New  and  elegant  structures 
are  immediately  to  be  erected  In  numerous  places. 

The  Children’s  Rcliep  Societies  in  this  city  are 
among  the  most  valuable  anxUiarlea  to  true  Christian 
charity  to  be  found  the  world  over.  Three  of  them 
•tand  out  prominent,  such  as  the  N.  T.  Orphsn  Asylnm, 
on  the  Bloomingdale  Hoad ;  the  American  Female  Quar- 
diau  Society,  East  Thirteenth  Street ;  the  New-Tork  J a- 
venile  Asylnm,  office,  23  West  Thirteenth  Street ;  and 
the  Half- Orphan  Asylnm,  Sixth  Avenne,  between  Tenth 
and  Eleventh  Streets.  Those  Institutions  are  all  most  im¬ 
portant  and  worthy  of  any  amount  of  public  sympathy 
aid.  Two  of  them,  the  first  named  above,  are 
about  to  occupy  new  and  spacious  buildings,  an  account 
of  which  we  hope  to  give  in  detail  hereafter.  The 
New-Tork  Infirmary  for  Women  and  CUldren  is  still 
rimiUr  institution  Worthy  of  unlimited  com¬ 
mendation. 

Ths  New-Yobx  Sunday  School  Union,  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  Improving  organised  bodies  for  doing 
good  to  children  in  the  world,  holds  its  onniversaiy  on 
Tuesday,  May  12th.  Being  somsthiog  near  60,0C0, 
oelde  from  teachers,  and  no  church  abV  to  hold  them, 
various  places  ore  allotted  for  the  sch  ^ots  to  assemble 
OD  that  day.  The  Acidemy  of  Music  Is  selected  os  one 
ptece,  and  there  thirty  schools  wiO  congregate.  The 
ehOdran  will  be  addressed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Cuyler,  Wm. 
B.  Dodge,  Esq  ,  and  others.  The  other  places  where 
the  eehoids  will  slmulUneonsly  assemble  at  8  o’clock, 
P.M.,  is  the  Ref.  Dutch  Ch ,  Market  Street,  Spring 
Street  Presbyterian  Obnrcb,  Allen  Street  do.,  Bsptist 
Church,  Brooms  Street,  Stanton  Street  Do.,  Preaby- 
terlan  church,  23d  Street,  Baptist  church,  26th  Street, 
and  Praebyterion  chnrcbre  in  Carmine  and  42d  Street 
Theee  will  be  mwtiogs  of  deep  interest 

Spibitualism  in  New-Tore. — ^Thlsnewdevelopement 
of  mind.  If  It  may  be  called  such,  is  not  unworthy  of  a 
psHlng  notice,  when  so  many  are  believers  in  its  vago- 
rles,  and  to  many  others  ore  invesUgating  its  pretecdsd 
revelations.  The  numbw  who  believe  in  Splrltusliam, 
and  weekly  attend  upon  the  public  leetores  in  New- 
Tork,  is  eomparstlvely  small.  The  “  inquirers,”  if 
such  may  be  called  thoM  who  are  examining  the  subject 
from  curiosity,  or  yistting  ”  medinms,”  to  establish 
their  belief.  Is  large.  Very  few  have  an  abiding  faith 
in  it.  Judging  the  nnmber  in  attendance  on  their  two 
meettnga  in  Broadway. 

Ttw  "  Spiritualists  ”  ore  divided  already  Into  two  dis¬ 
tinct  fketions  or  parties.  Those  who  believe  in  Revela- 
iioD,  and  who  say  that  the  '*  manifestations”  they  receive 
from  the  spirt  ■  would  only  tend  to  strengthen  their  faith 
In  Christ  and  love  for  the  Bible;  and  those  who  reject  the 
Old  and  New  Testament,  and  assert  that  Spiritualism  is 
but  a  substitute  for  Christianity,  and  who  speak  of 
Jesus  only  os  a  powerful  and  well-developed  “  medinm.” 
The  "  Christian  Spiritualist”  represents  the  party  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Harris,  who  preaches  on  Sunday  at  the  Aca¬ 
demy  Hall,^  opposite  Bond-street.  The  other  party  is 
reprewnted  by  the  Telegraph,  a  weekly  paper,  and 
everybody  and  anybody  who  chooses  to  at  Dod- 
worth’s  Saloon,  on  Broadway,  Just  above  Grace  Church. 
Ambler,  Davis,  Fishbough,  and  such  sort  of  people,  ore 
lU  expoDenta  of  “  Spiritualism.” 

'The  ''Christian  BpirltuoUsts”  appear  to  be  devout 
men,  frill  of  lore  to  Christ,  friith  in  his  Divinity 
and  mission,  and  no  way  disposed  to  gainsay  the  Bible. 
Their  muiic  is  inch  os  is  used  in  Evangelical  churches, 
their  prayers  are  solemnly  impressive,  and  all  the  exer¬ 
cises,  unless  it  is  the  extemporaneous  rapeodles  in  which 
Rev.  Mr.  Harris  sometimes  indulges,  ore  not  unlike 
thorn  of  the  suTToanding  Baptist  or  Presbyterian 
churcbes.  Not  so  svith  thoee  who  worship  at  Dod- 
worth’s  Saloon.  There  the  pulpit  Is  reviled,  Chris- 
tloaiVy  is  misrepresented  and  earloatnred,  and  the 
most  sacred  things  ore  treated  with  cmitemptuous 
oneers.  The  Atheistii,  Infidels,  and  blospbemen  frnm 
tmy  quarter  seem  to  have  gathered  there,  and  as  per- 
fiect  freedom  of  speech  is  allowed,  and  almost  any  la¬ 
titude  of  remark  Is  excused, not  only  are  there  sometimes 
the  wOdeet  and  crudest  theories  thrown  off,  but  the 
wcffBt  otheAm  and  infidelity.  This  meeting  is,  or  rather 
to  be,  when  in  the  Stuyvesant  lostitote,  a  sort  of 
safety  Tilre  through  which  the  erll  passion  of  unbelief 
and  Boeplism  aad  rank  blasphemy  used  to  find  vent,  to 
disgust  decent  people,  and  ouUoge  Christianity.  It  is 
questionable  whether  it  is  any  better  now  at  Dod- 
wsrth’s  Saloon. 

Mock  Auctions. — Beware  ! — Our  fHeodi  who  pro¬ 
pose  to  visit  New-Tork  during  Anaherstry  week, 
must  be  aware  of  auctions,  albeit  they  are  on  Broad¬ 
ly,  and  in  the  very  beat  localities.

The  very  latest  London  despatches  report  that  her 
Majesty’s  recovery  goes  on  favorably.  The  infant 
Princess  contlnnes  well 

Parts,  April  16 — The  cooperation  of  the  French  go¬ 
vernment  In  the  farther  English  operations  in  China  will 
be  of  the  heartiest  kind.  The  Catholic  Church,  for  the 
protection  of  its  nnmerous  missionaries  there,  has  made 
urgent  representations  to  the  Emperor  to  take  an  active 
part  in  the  war. 

Deplorable  Condition  of  Walker’s  Men. 

Aspinwall,  April  18. 

Yesterday,  H.  B.  M.  ships  Cossack  and  Tartar  ar¬ 
rived  from  Greytown ;  they  bring  874  Walker  men,  the 
BOd  remains  of  Lockridge’s  party. 

It  seems  'that  being  entirely  without  provisions  or 
means  of  subsistence,  exposed,  without  shelter,  to^tbe 
rains,  with  increasiog  disease,  and  without  hope  for  the 
future,  they  abandoned  their  position  on  the  river,  and 
came  down  to  Grey  town,  where  they  arrived  with 
scarcely  a  day’s  rations.^ 

This  was  previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  Tennessee. 

Here  are  nearly  400  men,  mostly  our  countrymen, 
and  many  of  them  deluded  and  deceived  into  coming, 
utterly  destitute,  and  thrown  upon  the  charity  of  the 
English  fleet. 

Washington,  May  4. 

The  rumor  of  the  rejection  by  Great  Britain  of  the 
Dallas  Clarendon  treaty  is  confirmed  by  the  reception 
of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Dallas  himself  to  the  President. 

The  Slave  Trade. 

We  learn  from  the  Kingston  Journal  of  the  23d  nit., 
that,ontbe  lOihof  April,  H.  B.  M.  brig  came  into  St. 
Ann’s  Bay,  having  in  tow  an  American  schooner  with 
878  slaves  on  board,  from  Africa,  boond  for  Cuba.  The 
name  of  the  schooner  is  not  given. 

Great  excitement  prevailed  at  St.  Ann’s,  in  conse- 
qnence  of  this  afitir.  It  was  rnmored  that  another 
slaver  was  off  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  a  British  steamer 
had  stai  t  d  la  pursuit. 

On  boarding  the  schooner,  a  horrible  scene  presented 
itself.  The  captivsa  were  in  a  most  wretched  oondition , 
all  of  them  were  naked,  and  a  majority  of  them  on  the 
verge  of  starvation  I  They  were  packed  together,  and 
covered  with  vermin. 

N.  Y.  Bbepilal. — The  nnmber  of  persons  who  re¬ 
ceived  thebweflts  of  the  New-Tork  Hospital,  In  Broad¬ 
way,  as  medical  or  surgical  patients,  during  the  year 
1866,  was  8,899,  being  386  more  than  in  1866.  The 
number  of  deaths  was  291,  inclodlng  106  from 
casuality. 

Chnteience, — We  are  informed,  that  within  a  short 
time,  the  sum  of  S240  has  been  returned  to  different 
mer^ants  and  bosiness  men  of  this  city,  by  the  Rev.  T. 
Foley,  which  amount  had  been  received  through  the 
ooufessionaL  One  firm,  that  of  Messrs.  Haig  A  Brother, 
received  $60,  which  had  been  received  by  this  means. 
— Beittimore  Pairioi. 

Sale  of  Stampe, — In  the  course  of  the  last  quarter 
there  were  sold  by  the  New-Tork  city  Post  Office  post¬ 
age  stamps  to  the  value  of  0114,606.  At  the  compar- 
tively  small  office  of  Indianapolis  similar  sales  were 
made  in  the  quarter  to  the  extent  of  $6,000. 

Rag-Pickert  of  New-York. — It  is  stated  that  there 
are  in  New-Tork  dty  not  lere  than  oce  thousand  pro¬ 
fessional  rag-pkken.  The  Expreu  says  that  some  of 
them  have,  by  picking  rags,  accumalated  fortunes,  and 
live  in  splendid  mansions,  while  others  reside  in  shan¬ 
ties  located  in  the  outer  wards. 

National  HatA  Steknesg.— It  is  now  believed  that  not 
less  than  seven  hundred  persons  have  been  seriously 
and  dangeronsly  affected  by  the  National  Hotel  poison, 
at  Washington,  and  some  twenty  or  thirty  deaths  have 
occurred  in  consequence.  There  are  still  several  per¬ 
sons  very  seriously  111  in  New-Toik  city,  whoee  reco¬ 
very  is  doubtful.  Among  others  the  Uon.  Robert  J. 
Walker  is  not  yet  entirely  recovered  from' his  severe  at¬ 
tack.  Senator  Hale  of  New-Hampshira  has  become  a 
thin,  lean  man,  under  its  ravages. 

ZTo  for  Virginia  f — The  new  Emigrant  and  Home- 
s'esd  Company  of  New-Tork,  has  already  had  applica¬ 
tions  from  two  thousand  families  to  emigrate  to  Virgi¬ 
nia,  and  large  subscriptions  to  the  stock  are  offered 
from  Bontbern  States. 

The  Andover  Profetsors,  Park  and  Phelps,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Dr.  Lowell  Mason,  hare  for  some  time 
been  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  a  new  collection  of 
psalms  and  hymns. 

A  Long  Cruise. — The  Albany  Prohibiiionut  says 
that  Neal  Dow  expects  to  visit  Paris,  Brussels,  Antwerp, 
Berlin,  (where  Professor  Eranchfleld,  of  the  University, 
invites  him  to  meet  the  friends  of  temperance  in  that 
city,)  Cologae,  up  the  Rhine  to  SwiUstland,  then  to 
Italy,  and  perhaps  to  Egypt  and  Jerusalem — with  a 
poBsibillty  of  coming  home  the  other  way,  round  by 
China. 

An  Item  for  Old  Buck  — On  Wednesday  night,  at  the 
Opera,  CoL  Fremont  and  Ex.  President  Filmoresat  side 
by  side  in  a  front  seat,  listening  to  Gszzaniga  in  "  Nor¬ 
ma,”  apparantiy  entirely  forgetful  that  there  had  been 
a  Presidential  election  last  FalL  If  Hr.  Buchanan 
ooold  have  looked  in  and  seen  how  perfectly  satisfied  and 
placid  these  two  rivals  of  his  appeared  in  their  defeat, 
we  are  not  sure  but  that  he  would  have  envied  them 
their  happy  escape  from  the  toils  and  troubles  of  the 
White  House. — -V.  Y.  Times. 

The  Exciu  Lave. — The  liquor  dealers  of  this  city  are 
organizing  thoronghly,  and  preparing  to  make  a  long 
and  strong  legal  resistance  to  the  Excise  Law.  Many 
new  members  srere  admitted  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  Association  in  Metropolitan  Hali,  Heater  street,  last 
evening.  The  proceedings  woe  private.  The  Excise 
Commiasiooera  are  to  be  appointed  on  or  before  the 
second  Toesdsy  of  May  ;  but  it  it  rumored  that  one  or 
more  of  the  Judges  icifA  sehom  the  appointing  pou/er 
rests,  unU  rtfuse  to  ezercitt  if,  on  the  ground  that  this 
is  DO  part  of  the  dutin  which  they  were  chcNeo  to  per¬ 
form,  and  that  the  Legialature  had  no  bnainev  to  des¬ 
ignate  them  for  the  purpose  without  previously  consult¬ 
ing  their  icclinatlons.  They  are  certainly  entitled  to 
resent  U  as  a  piece  of  impertinence,  if  they  choose. — 
N.  Y.  Journal  ef  Cvm/mrrtt. 


'*  Coatses  of  War.’’— A  letter  from  Port  Rldgely  to 
the  St  Paul  s  if»iiiis»o#i:a»,sUtei.thatthe  present  Indian 
war  in  MlnnesoU  was  begun  by  a  tquaUet's  dog.  The 
dog  bit  an  Indian,  who  killed  him.  The  squatter,  asakt- 
ed  by  some  of  bis  neighbors,  chastLed  the  Indian,  and 
disarmed  him  and  bis  companlona  Theee  Indians  being 
disaffected  Sioux  and  Tanktons,  gathered  a  force  of 
their  friends  and  proceeded  to  revenge  by  robbing  and 
murderleg  the  settlers  between  Spirit  Lake  and  the 
Great  Bend  of  the  Minnesota  River. 

There  were  fifty- two  suicides  in  Philadelphia  daring 
the  year  1856,  of  which  thirty-five  were  m«i,  and  sev¬ 
enteen  women.  Of  theee,  7  were  by  hanging  ;  cutting 
throat,  11 ;  poison,  20 ;  shooting,  2 ;  drowning,  11  i  ood 
leaping  from  window  1.  Poison  and  drowning  were  tho 
means  chiefly  employed  by  women,  while  the  men  re¬ 
sorted  to  thoee  that  were  more  violent. 

A  collossal  statue  of  Washington  is  about  to  be  erect¬ 
ed  !n  front  of  the  New-Tork  City  Hall.  If  we  remem- 
bw  correctly.  It  is  the  same  that  was  cut  by  J.  Thom, 
the  Scotch  sculpior,  under  a  shed  on  one  of  our  docks, 
frrom  a  block  of  free  stone  taken  from  the  Little  Falls 
Quarry,  and  was  first  exhibited  in  this  city.  Since  then 
we  have  lost  trace  of  it  till  the  preparations  for  erecting 
it  in  New-Tork  recalled  its  history. 

Personal  Liberty  tis  Maine.— Aa  act  was  passed  at 
tke  last  session  of  the  Msice  Legislatara,  by  which  it  is 
declared  that  any  slave  brought  into  that  State  with  the 
0)  of  ths  mas  er,  Ir  thereeferth  free;  and  mak¬ 

ing  any  attempt  to  enslave  him  punishable  by  fine  not 
exceeding  01,000,  and  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  one 
year.  Another  act  charges  the  county  attorneys  with 
the  doty  of  defending  any  persons  claimed  as  fugitive 
slaves. 

OoTie  to  Europe. — Among  the  passengers  by  the 
Arabia  from  this  port  for  Liverpool,  Wednesday,  were 
Rev.  Dr.  Tyng  and  sou,  and  Mr.  B.  Uilman,  Thaiberg’a 
agent,  Judge  Boyd,  of  Natchez,  and  Rev.  G.  0.  Field, of 
PhiJodsiphio.  The  steamer  took  179  passengers  and 
upwards  of  $1, COO, 000  in  specie. 

The  Mercantile  Library  Association,  of  New-Tork, 
has  now  some  6,000  members,  and  the  library  contains 
npwards  of  47,030  volumes.  The  Association  was 
formed  in  the  year  1820. 

Prices  of  Produu  now  and  thirty  years  since,  vary 
much  more  than  most  people  imagine.  Thirty  years 
ago,  in  Northern  New-Tork,  wheat  was  seven  to  eight 
shillings  per  bushel,  corn  and  rye  three  and  sixpence  to 
four  shillings,  and  hay  fr«m  five  to  ten  dollars  per  ton, 
the  latter  being  a  starvation  price.  Horsre  were  worth 
from  forty  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
oxen  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  dollars  a  yoke.  The 
present  prices  of  wheat  in  this  dty  are  from  $1.60  to 
$l  89;  com  is  72  to  84  cents,  and  rye  93  to  95.  The 
rise  in  the  price  of  horses  all  over  the  conntry  is  al¬ 
most  falffilous.  It  is  but  a  common  nag  that  is  worth 
only  0160,  and  matched  horses  gojup  to  indefinite 
bundrads  per  pair. 

Raising  Sunken  Vessels  at  Sebastopol. — Mr.  W.  W. 
Leland,  of  New-Tork,  and  Messrs.  Gowan  and  Copeland, 
of  Boston,  who  have  contracted  with  the  Russian  gov- 
verament  to  rai&e  the  sunken  vessels  in  Sebastopol  har¬ 
bor,  sailed  last  week  in  the  Asia,  en  route  for  the  scene 
of  their  labors.  Daring  the  past  week,  vessels  have 
left  Boston  and  Philadelphia  with  a  force  of  divers,  en¬ 
gineers,  caulkers,  ship  and  house  carpentenr,  seamen, 
blacksmiths  and  Jabbers, nambering  in  all  about  ninety 
men.  There  were  also  on  board  eight  engines  of  forty 
horse  power,  each  of  which  is  intended  to  drive  a  doable 
action  pump,  eight  hydraulic  rams,  weighing  64,0001b8. 
a  piece,  and  immense  sheaths  and  chains,  which  oonsti- 
tnte  the  principal  apparatus  to  be  used  in  getting  up  the 
vessels.  At  the  request  of  the  Russian  Government, 
Mr.  Gowan  takes  with  him  various  specimens  of  Ameri¬ 
can  inventions. 

Fashionable  Women. — "  Read  the  biographies  of  our 
great  and  good  men  and  womea,”  says  an  exchange : 
"  Not  one  of  them  had  a  fashionable  mother.  They 
nearly  all  sprang  from  plain,  stroug  minded  women, 
who  had  about  as  little  to  do  with  feshlons  as  with  the 
changing  clouds.” 

Sale  of  a  Farm  near  Springfield,  lU. — Tho  farm  of 
James  Brown,  Esq  ,  lying  five  miles  fit>m  this  city  on 
the  Jacksonville  read,  was  sold  yesterday,  together  with 
the  large  stock  of  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  farming  utensils, 
grain,  Ac. ,  for  the  sum  of  040,000.  The  purchase  was 
made  by  S.  P.  and  W.  D.  Banger  of  St.  Louis.  The 
farm  contains  876  acres — 176  of  which  is  beav  ly  tim¬ 
bered,  and  the  remainder  prairie  land  in  a  high  state  of 
cultivation.  It  is  watered  by  Lick  creek  on  the  south, 
and  has  numerons  never  failing  springs,  forming  a  beau¬ 
tiful  rivulet  running  through  tba  centre,  and  ia  supplied 
with  good  buildinga  and  orchards,  rendering  it  one  of 
the  most  desirable  farms  in  the  State. — Springfield  Jour¬ 
nal,  April  20. 

Important  from  Kansas — Waahington,  April  80. — 
"Advices  have  been  received  here  from  Kansas  by  the 
Government,  which  are  in  the  highest  degree  gratifying. 
The  free  State  men,  under  the  leadership  of  Governor 
Robinson,  have  resolved  to  co-operate  with  the  endea¬ 
vors  of  the  Administration  to  secure  a  fair  expression 
of  the  will  of  the  pet^le,  in  relation  to  the  question  of 
slavery,  and  will  abandon  their  previous  policy  of  in¬ 
activity.  This  is  not  a  matter  of  surmise,  but  is  the 
explicit  declaration  of  Robinson  himself,  and  it  has  been 
communicated  net  only  to  the  Government,  bnt  also  to 
Gov  Walker,  who  is  still  in  New-Tork.” — Correspond- 
enee  Daily  Times. 

The  Imperiil  PHOTCKiRAPH,a8  seen  at  Brady’s  Gallery 
on  Broadway,  indicate  the  rapid  progress  of  the  art.

By  trans¬ 
ferring  the  picture  to  paper,  room  was  found  for  sub¬ 
sequent  touches  of  the  pencil,  and  by  taking  the  impres¬ 
sion  upon  glass  and  then  nsing  this  as  a  stereotype- 
plate  from  which  an  indefinite  number  of  copies  may  be 
printed  upon  poper,  the  process  is  canled  to  the  higbeat 
degree  of  perfection. 

The  Imperial  Photograph,  as  it  is  styled,  is  the  latest 
improremeLt  in  the  art  .  Some  of  the  finest  specimens 
of  it  are  fully  equal  to  the  beat  (toil  engrarlngsT  Perscca 
walking  in  Broadway  may  aee  in  several  galleries,  and 
especially  in  Bridv’b,  pictnres  of  this  class  which  are 
woodeTfui,  not  only  as  aecnrate  and  striking  likenesses, 
bnt  as  finished  woiks  of  art.  The  portaits  at  Brady’s 
of  Lady  Napier  and  her  two  cbildreo — of  Martin  Van 
Boren,  W.  C.  Bryant,  and  others,  are  among  the  most 
beautlfiil  pictures  ever  exhibited,  and  are  scarcely  dis- 
tingnishable  from  the  largest  and  most  finished  line  en¬ 
gravings.  The  likene-'s  is  attained  by  the  photographic 
proceM,  performed  with  large  and  accurate  initremects, 
and  the  requisite  finish  is  given  by  the  pencU  with  In¬ 
dia  ink.  This  is  a  combination  of  the  mechanical  pro¬ 
cess  and  the  labors  of  the  artkt,  which  secures  the  most 
perfect  acmracy  together  with  the  highest  artistic  ex¬ 
cellence  ;  and  the  eomporativo  cheapness  of  pictures 
thus  produced,  render  them  universally  aeoemible. 

Altbongh  it  is  geserally  conceded  that  the  Potogi^ba 
prodnoed  in  this  country  are  superior  to  thoee  of  Europe, 
yet  the  art  itself  receives  much  more  general  attention 
in  Eogland  than  here.  Nothing  is  more  common  there 
than  for  Datmalkta,  travelers,  and  amateurs  of  every 
sort,  to  learn  the  use  of  photographic  instruments,  and 
employ  them  fof  their  own  private  amusement  in  copy- 
leg  plsDts,  animal  structnres,  and  other  objects  of 
natural  history.  That  it  is  lea  used  for  this  pnrpmse 
here  is  probably  due  in  piort,  at  least,  te  the  fact,  that 
we  have  fewer  amateurs  in  any  department  of  study  or 
of  art  than  are  found  abroad.  Their  number,  however, 
ie  certain  to  increase,  and  the  use  of  the  pwtograph  as 
an  auxiliary  to  their  sludiee  wiU  become  oorrespoodlngly 
eommoD. 

The  Imperial  Photograph  Is  the  hlgheet  point  which 
tke  art  has  yet  reached  ;  but  it  would  ecarcely  be  safe, 
remembering  the  piest,  to  predict  that  no  further  Im- 
provemeot  wUl  hereafter  be  mode  in  it.

J.  W.  White,  has  been  leetnrlng  in  South 
Carolina,  for  'the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  aid  the 
pro-slavery  cause  of  Kansas,  and  Is  said  to  have  ap¬ 
propriated  all  the  funds  he  received  to  his  osrn  use.  He 
persuaded  a  number  of  people  to  sell  out  their  earthly 
possessions  and  emigrate  to  Kansas,  promlaiDg  to  bear 
their  expenses  thither;  bnt  when  they  had  all  assem 
Med,  on  the  day  appointed  for  starting,  the  gallant  Co¬ 
lonel  was  missing,  nor  bss  be  been  heard  of  since.  He 
is,  of  course,  denounced  as  an  "  abolitionist.”— CTeav- 
iand  (Ohio)  Herald,  ApTU20.

CHOICE  OP  A  PBOPESSION. 

*T  MIOf.  Ot  BA«tllOBTM. 

About  the  year  1850,  two  yotmg  clergymen 
left  the  New-  EngUnd  SUtee  for  the  West.  They 
were  grednetee  of  Eutem  eoUegee.  They  had 
both  etrogglcd  herd  to  obtain  an  education  which 
would  fit  them  to  preach  thd  gospel ;  they  had 
both  been  opptesaed  with  poTertyi  and  left  the 
homee  of  their  youth  and  the  scenes  of  their 
stupes,  encumbered  with  debt.  In  the  April 
number  of  the  Some  Missionary,  we  hare  their 
respcctiTe  reports.  One  of  them  had  reeently 
entered  upon  a  new  field  of  labor.  Ho  sajs  of 
it :  There  seems  to  me  a  great  difference  be¬ 
tween  my  former  field  and  my  present  one. 
There  I  had  to  make  my  tools,  drill  my  work¬ 
men,  and  fill  OTcry  office  from  that  of  sexton  up. 
Here  ererythirg  is  furnished  to  my  hand,  and  all 
that  is  expeeted  of  me  is  to  preach  the  Word  and 
be  instant  in  season  and  out  of  season.*’  He  had 
escaped  from  his  early  troubles,  had  gmned 
riendi,  position,  an  influence,  and  no  longer 
groaned  beneath  the  heary  burdens  of  pinching 
want  and  unrequted  toiL 

But  in  the  brief  period  of  trial,  while  Prori- 
denoe  was  preparing  better  things  for  him,  he  had 
seen  many  dark  days.  He  says  of  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  his  labors :  “  Being  in  debt,  I  had  Mt 
my  face  towards  a  church  where  I  could  realize 
a  mlerj,  which  would  soon  enable  me  to  clear  j 
myself;  but  God  designed  other  things.  For 
six  months  I  labored,  and  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses  bore  my  own  expenses ;  and  I  remember 
one  day  riding  along,  deploring  my  porerty- 
stricken  condition.  I  had  wrought  out  an  edu- 
eation  mostly  with  my  own  hands,  at  considera¬ 
ble  expense  of  money,  and  nearly  ten  years  of 
time.  I  had  borrowed  $50  to  get  to  my  field  of 
labor,  and  it  was  now  all  spent,  and  no  prospect 
of  more ;  and  now  what  is  to  become  of  me  T 
Two  passages  of  Scripture  came  to  my  relief : 
‘  Trust  in  the  Lord  and  do  good,  and  so  ahalt 
thou  dwell  in  the  land  and  rerily  thou  shalt  be

It  gires  us,  country  pastors,  much  pleasure  to 
read  of  their  growing  frequency,  and  we  may  be 
pv^oned  if  we  sometimes  go  so  far  as  to  pray 
that  they  may  soon  become  a  universal  institu¬ 
tion.  NevertheleBS,  wo  who  have  not  had  our 
composure  disturbed  by  any  such  oosspiraoies, 
deem  it  good  philosophy  to  keep  ourselres  in  a 
frame  of  mind  best  calculated  to  heighten  the 
surprise,  should  anything  of  the  kind  occur. 
This,  we  think,  will  make  the  affair  all  the  more 
agreeable  to  our  generous  parishioners,  and  will, 
in  the  meanwhile,  greatly  promote  the  modest 
spirit  of  contentment  among  ns. 

For  myself,  Messrs.  Editors,  although  I  could 
entertun  such  companies  as  we  are  speaking  of 
with  an  open-handed  hospitality,  welcoming  them 
to  what  little  space  the  parsonage  affords,  yet 
methinks  there  are  visits  that  might  be  made 
that  would  be  equally  a  surprise  to  me,  and,  I 
hope,  not  less  agreeable.  As  I  am  to  speak  the 
sentiments  of  many  pastors  whose  hearts  are 
bowed  down  by  discouragements  of  other  than  a 
pecuniary  nature,  I  venture  the  use  of  the  plural 
pronoun  in  the  hints  here  offered. 

There  are  some  members  of  our  churches  who 
might  greatly  surprise  us  by  a  visit  to  our  after¬ 
noon  services  and  prayer- meetings.  If  the  thing 
were  repeated,  and  we  could  hear  their  voices  in 
prayer  and  exhortation,  perhaps  our  surprise 
would  be  as  pleasant  as  though  we  should  find 
our  homes  in  the  possession  of  one  of  those  troops 
of  invaders  who  bring  their  spoil  with  them,  and 
in  dividing  it,  leave  a  liberal  portion  for  the  pas¬ 
tor.  Such  a  surprise  would  lift  from  our  hearts 
a  load  heavier  than  that  which  the  butcher’s, 
grocer’s,  and  tailor’s  bills  impose  upon  them.  Is 
not  this  worth  thinking  about,  0,  ye  half-day 
worshippers,  and  ye  covenant-bound  hearers,  who 
scarcely  know  where  our  prayer-meetings  are 
held? 

A  visit  to  our  studies  from  some  of  our  people 
upon  any  subject  relating  to  spiritual  things, 
would  greatly  surprise  us  and  make  us  glad.  It 
might  be  to  have  doubt  resolved,  showing  that 
they  did  feel  in  personal  religion  an  interest  that 
we  have  never  yet  seen  in  them,  or  to  ask  wh%t 
book  or  tract  would  be  good  to  give  to  some  un¬ 
converted  person  with  whom  they  had  been  la-

Here  was  a  crisis  in  his  history.  His  religion 
was  put  to  the  severest  trial  He  persevered  in  his 
labors  and  trusted  in  God.  What  was  the  re¬ 
sult?  He  gathered,  in  that  unpromising  field,  a 
flourishing  church ;  and  when  he  was  Invited  to  a 
more  promising  position,  described  at  the  begin- 
idng  of  this  artide,  a  sucoetsw  was  found  for  the 
plaoe  he  was  leaving,  to  whom  this  new  church 
and  recently  gathered  congregation  could  afford 
to  pay  a  salary  of  $550;  and  they  wwe  not  peo¬ 
ple  of  New-Eogland  origin  ot  of  previous  relig¬ 
ious  culture.  Such  is  the  result  of  a  few  years 
of  patient  labor  and  self-denial.  This  young 
ia  no  longer  distressed  with  debts  or 
anxious  about  his  duly  bread.  Hie  only  fear 
now  is,  that  his  own  powers  may  not  grow  in  the 
ratio  of  the  progress  of  the  people  who  have 
called  him.  He  is  cheered  with  the  pleasant 
memories  of  past  labors  and  with  the  hope  of 
future  success. 

The  other  clergyman  alluded  to,  makes  his  re 
port  in  the  same  number  of  the  Home  Mission¬ 
ary.  He  was  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College, 
in  1847.  He  pursued  a  regular  theological 
oourse,  and  set  his  face  towards  the  West  He 
was  depressed  with  debt  and  care;  for,  besides 
his  own  support,  he  had  for  years  sustained  a 
helpless  and  decrepid  parent.  He  commenced 
his  labors  in  u  now  plaoe,  with  few  inhabitants. 

Ho  learned  there,  with  his  young  wife,  to  endure 
both  want  asd  oold.  They  were  very  imper 
fectiy  sheltered,  and  the  little  church  which  he 
gathered  had  no  place  of  worship.  He  was  sns- 
tuned  by  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  He 
BOW  takes  leave  of  that  assoeiation,  saying :  ”  In 
a  plaoe  where  but  a  few  years  ago  eusted  a 
howling  wildsmesi,  there  now  emsts,  through 
your  b^fioenqe,  a  self-sustuning  ehureh  of  be 
tween  forty  and  fifty  members,  with  a  house  of 
wordiip  that  has  ooet  nearly  $4,000,  and  whose 
contributions  during  the  past  year  to  the  various 
objects  of  benevolimoe,  taken  up  by  the  mere 
eirculation  of  a  box  on  the  Sabbath,  without  any 
eanvasung  of  the  plaoe,  amounted  to  $169  19. 
The  Society  has  proposed  to  raise  a  salary  of 
$1,000  for  the  following  year.”  This  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  about  six  years’  labor.  Now  if  the  edu¬ 
cated  young  men  who  were  graduated  with  these 
misrionaries,  at  their  respective  colleges,  had 
looked  in  upon  them  in  their  lonely  retreats  at 
the  end  of  the  first  six  months  of  their  probation, 
what  would  have  been  their  reflections?  Proba¬ 
bly  they  would  have  left  their  old  friends  with 
pity  for  their  chosen  poverty  and  self-gratulation 
that  theirs  was  a  better  lot.  But  follow  the 
elais-mates  of  those  same  men,  and  inquire  of 
their  present  condition  now,  after  the  lapse  of 
only  six  years,  and  can  we  suppose  that  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  them  are  as  prosperous  and  happy  as 
these  two  missionaries  1  I  think  if  wo  were  to 
take  one  hunted  names  from  the  catalogue  of 
those  who  go  to  the  West  as  adventurers,  either 
as  profemional  men,  business  men  or  speculators, 
and  an  equal  number  of  names  firom  i^e  records 
of  the  Home  Mistionary  Society,  and  follow 
both  parties  through  life,  inquiring  how  they 
lived,  what  they  did,  how  and  where  and  when 
they  died,  we  ^all  find  that  in  all  that  consti¬ 
tutes  earthly  comfort  and  enjoyment,  the  mis- 
aionariea  have  the  advantage.  Their  Ufe  in  pros¬ 
pect  looks  forbidding,  but  it  grows  brighter  and 
brighter  as  they  advanoein  years;  and  compared 
with  the  restless  life  of  the  speculator  or  poll 
tician,  or  with  the  disqmetudes  of  the  legal  or 
medical  profession,  the  toils  of  the  faithful  mis¬ 
sionary  are  sustained  by  better  hopes  and  more 
enduring  happiness.  If  the  estimate  be  made 
for  eternity,  **  a  fisr  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
wright  of  glory  ”  is  laid  in  the  balance  against 
wealth  and  fame,  and  these,  too,  uncertain  in 
their  duration  and  .unsatisfying  to  the  soul  even 
in  this  brief  state  of  libation.  Let  every  young 
man,  who  is  chooung  a  profession,  remember 
that  he  enlists  for  life,  and  that  his  reward  is  in 
eternity.

if  they  are  not  wanted  in  Sunday  School,  or  can¬ 
not  do  something  to  biing  into  it  the  wandering 
children  they  sec  on  their  way  to  church.  Per¬ 
haps  we  misjudge,  and  are  more  carnal  thui  we 
ihiBlr*  yet  our  impression  is,  that  a  few  suah  sur¬ 
prise  visits  would  do  our  hearts  more  good,  and 
make  us  feel  more  like  turning  to  one  of  the  Hal¬ 
lelujah  Psalms  for  an  appropriate  dbant,  than 
though  our  cellars  and  pantries  should  be  clan 
destinely  filled  with  provisions,  our  wood-houses 
with  fuel,  our  wardrobes  with  clothing,  and  our 
library  shelves  with  books. 

And  if  God  should  put  it  into  certain  hearts 
that  for  weeks  and  months  we  have  tried  to  reach 
to  come  to  us  and  ask  what  they  must  do  to  be 
saved — perhaps  it  argues  the  weakness  of  our 
faith — we  must  frankly  confess  it  would  be  a  sur¬ 
prise  visit,  yet  a  right  welcome  one.  We  should 
gladly  drop  everything  else,  even  if  it  was  Satur¬ 
day  afeemooB,  and  do  our  best  to  entertain  the 
new  comer.  We  should  rehearse  the  principles 
of  our  faith  with  an  unction  and  zeal  to  which 
we  seldom  attain  in  preparing  and  delivering  ser¬ 
mons  upon  the  same  subject 
Is  there  no  Christiess  sinner  now  reading  these 
lines  who  could  do  as  much  as  this  to  cheer  an 
almost  disheartened  minister  ? 

If  God  should  visit  our  almost  lifeless  churches 
with  His  reviving  power,  clothing  our  unworthy 
selves  with  His  salvation,  and  giving  new  courage 
and  joy  to  His  saints,  that  is  a  visit  that  would 
surprise  us,  though  it  is  for  such  a  salvation  that 
we  wait  We  should  indeed  be  as  them  that 
dream :  our  mouth  would  be  filled  with  laughter, 
and  our  tongue  with  smging. 

The  Lord  hasten  and  multiply  such  visits,  and 
make  His  servants  content  wi A  the  joy  of  giving 
Him  all  the  praise !  Rockland. 


loss  of  time  on  their  part — inasmuch  as  it  was  the 
Sabbath,  and  they  did  not  choose  to  work  on  that 
day.  My  rule  has  been  to  let  them  ”  eomplain  ” 
till  Monday,  and  then  visit  the  sick  one  if  desired 
The  above  plan  is  one  that  I  have  adopted  and 
carried  out,  and  if  I  lose  practice  thereby,  it  mat¬ 
ters  not  If  all  the  doctors  will  take  this  stand, 
soon  Sunday  siokness  will  be  among  the  things 
that  were. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  speak  of  another 
evil  with  which  I  have  had  to  contend ;  that  is, 
being  sent  for  to  see  the  sick  at  unreasonable 
hours.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  farmer,  who 
wishes  to  finish  his  day’s  work  ”  and  eat  his  sup 
per,”  before  he  goes  for  the  dooter.  The  excuse 
is,  we  were  using  the  team  and  could  not  spare  a 
horse  or  man  to  go  till  night.  Arriving  at  the 
hour  for  retiring,  I  must  go  a  few  miles  to  see  my 
patient,  and  necessarily  lose  half  a  night’s  rest. 
While  medical  men  are  unavoidably  obliged  to 
spend,  according  to  my  experience  and  observa¬ 
tion,  from  one  half  to  two  thirds  of  their  nights 
with  the  sick — I  submit,  whether  it  Is  just  or 
right  for  patrons  to  ask  their  family  physician  to 
forego  sleep  and  peril  his  health,  in  ordinary  sick¬ 
ness.  Demur  as  we  may  to  the  unreasonable  hour 
of  the  oaU,  still,  physicians  are  expeeted  to  be 
possessed  of  an  unusual  share  of  the  accommoda¬ 
ting  spirit — and  they  must  go,  though  with  great 
reluctance. 

Such  are  their  feelings  of  dtpendenu — that  it 
leads  them  often  to  do  what  their  better  judg¬ 
ment  tells  them  is  physically  wrong.  With  many 
patrons,  ”  the  almighty  dollar  ”  is  supposed  to  be 
sufficiently  potent  to  overcome  all  objections. 
Fatigue,  and  want  of  bodily  repose  are  not  expeo 
ted  to  prove  an  offset  agunst  the  contemplated 
remuneration.  Reverse  the  rule,  and  very  few 
would  ful  to  see  the  matter  in  a  different  light 
Now,  if  these  hints  shall  be  the  means  of  remedy¬ 
ing  the  foregoing  evils  in  a  single  instance,  I  shall 
feel  abundantly  compensated — and  also  feel  that 
I  Lave  not  written  in  vun.  Medicus 
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No  Sabbath  for  the  Physicaiv. 

In  your  issue  of  April  2d,  there  are  some 
thoughts  on  “Sunday  Sickness,”  which  I  wish 
might  be  pondered  by  every  one.  The  evils  there 
enumerated  find  their  counterpart,  more  especi¬ 
ally,  in  the  experience  of  country  practitioners  of 
medicine.  Few  can  realize  the  magnitude  of  the 
evils  there  complained  of,  who  are  not  acquainted 
with  the  detuls  of  country  practice.  Would  that 
I  could  depict,  in  such  glowing  colors,  the  gross 
injustice  thus  done  to  physicians — that  tiie  truth 
here  wish  to  iaculoate  might  find  a  lodgment  in 
every  heart. 

Statisticians  tell  ns,  that  medical  gentlemen,  an 
class,  live  less  by  ton  years,  than  any  other 
trade  or  profession.  And  why  ?  Apart  from 
their  excessive  exposures,  and  the  severe  and 
oftentimes  torturing  mental  aniloty  to  whioh 
they  are  subjected,  and  the  deprivation  of  appro 
priate  hours  for  sloop,  which  is  “  Tired  natarn's 
sweet  restorer  ” — superadded  to  ail  those  they 
have  no  Sabbath.  God  wisely  ordained  that  one 
day  in  seven,  should  bo  a  day  of  ml  To  be 
sure  the  day  should  be  spent  in  worshiping  cur 
Maker — and  in  II is  taudvary  when  praeticable; 
and  its  inseparable  bentfits  are  both  physical  and 
mental  invigoraticn. 

Let  physicians,  or  any  other  class  of  men,  in 
deed,  plod  along  month  after  month,  and  year 
after  year— with  no  day  of  rest  in  whioh  to  reou 
perate  their  exhausted  energies,  and  if  the  effect  is 
not  perceptible  to  others,  it  will  bo  most  sadly  to 
themselves.  Country  praotiee  is  not  very 
munerative,  and  at  beet  is  very  laborious — so  that 
the  country,  more  than  the  city  doctor,  if  possible: 
needs  exemption  from  calls  on  that  holy  day. 

The  remark  is  current,  how  true  I  know  not — 
that  a  oelebrated  doctor  gave  notice  that  he  should 
charge  nothing  for  what  he  did  on  the  Sabbath — 
supposing  that  a  sense  of  propriety  would  deter 
people  from  ealliog  on  him  for  services  that  were 
gratuitous.  Soon  be  found  that  calls  multiplied 
I  on  that  day — and  to  remedy  the  difficulty  he 
I  changed  the  f<wmer  notice  and  inaugurated  a  new 
system,  viz : — ^that  he  should  eharge  twice  as 
much  for  services  on  the  SabbatL  It  is  sud  the 
new  remedy  worked  -  wonders.  In  a  short  time 


The  late  Sr.  HobarU— Ijast  Interview  with  Him. 

From  1820  to  1835, 1  was  a  pastor  in  the  dty 
of  New  York.  Frequent  were  my  occasional  in¬ 
terviews  with  Hobart,  the  diocesan  then  of  the 
entire  State.  He  resided  within  a  stone’s  throw 
of  my  church,  Yarick  street,  and  the  inception 
and  progress  of  the  enterprise  of  the  University 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  with  whioh  ab  initio  * 

I  was  much  identified,  he  was  engaged  strenuously 
to  counterwork  and  oppose.  It  was  hb  plan  to 
make  Columbia  College,  under  his  own  patronage 
and  oontroled  by  “  the  Church,”  the  sole  grand 
citadel  of  classic  learning  and  literary  power  in 
the  Metropolis.  He  was  indefatigable  and  ener¬ 
getic  in  whatever  he  undertook ;  and  no  man  yet 
has  presided  over  the  epboopaoy  of  tlds  great 
State,  with  equal  ability,  efficiency,  or  success  of 
adminbtration.  He  had  many  traits  of  character 
that  I  admired ;  and  as  a  neighbor  and  a  general 
friend,  an  occasional  companion  and  a  mannered 
gentleman,  as  well  as  a  scholar  and  a  man  of  tal¬ 
ents,  I  reaUy  liked  him.  In  a  sense  general,  i 
not  genial,  wo  were  personal  .Y.ends.  Hb  ooun- 
tenanoe  toward  me  was  ever  bland  and  cheerful, 
and  I  tried  to  correspond  with  him  in  all  good 
offices  of  acquaintanceship  and  vicinal  society. 
But — thb  was  about  all  1  He  was  the  symbol 
and  the  personification  of  the  episcopacy  to  whioh 
he  was  devoted ;  and  on  the  score  of  faithfulness 
and  consbtenoy,  he  did  hb  duty,  as  ho  seemed  to 
apprehend  it,  with  a  power  and  an  effect,  in  whioh 
he  was  always  himself,  and  to  whioh  ho  be 
came  vbtually  a  martyr  in  the  end  ;  baud  impar 
sibi. 

It  would  be  a  digression  too  extended  to  give 
the  history  of  his  opposition  to  our  plan  for  a 
University ;  the  walks  ho  took,  the  men  he  saw, 
the  letters  ho  wrote,  the  paragrnphs  and  short 
essays  ho  published,  and  the  working  seal  he 
manifested,  to  make  the  people  think  that  (loinm- 
bia  Oollego  was  enough  for  the  learning,  just  as 
the  KpiBoopal  sect  was  for  the  religion,  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  lie  failed,  hnwe»er-,  not  on¬ 
ly  W),  hut  Ms  agenoy,  when  known,  provoked  the

For  one,  we  believe  that  episcopacy,  in  Church 
and  in  State,  in  the  Senate  and  in  the  field,  in 
the  pulpits  and  in  the  sehoob,  seems,  to  its  fac¬ 
tors  and  its  zealots,  very  much  what  Carthage 
was  represented,  by  the  poets,  to  be  to  Juno 
the  unum  ti  totum  of  all  good  for  the  universe 
and  if  they  rejoioc— not  more  so  than,  after  all. 
Presbyterianism  seems  to  you,  I  still  reply— 
there  b  yet  a  law  in  things,  a  difference  between 
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Need  we  here  interpoae  a  disclaimer  or  a 
calmer  ?  that  we  are  angry  at  no  man ;  that  we 
are  personal  intentionally  to  no  man ;  that  wo 
mention  Hobart  with  oonsideration  and  sinoere 
respect ;  and  that  we  sure  trying  to  assbt  a  com 
mon  understanding  of  differenoes,  so  that,  where 
the  evil  is,  there  the  blame  may  rest,  and  there 
the  oocreotive  find  its  application  ? 

On  a  previous  occasion,  Hobart  had  written 
anonymously  in  the  Commercial  Advertiser, 
against  Scott’s  Family  Bible,  on  a  passage  in  Ro 
mans  Eighth;  and  in  a  similar  way  I  replied,  to 
hb  attack  on  Scott’s  Orthodox  Calvinbm.  It  b 
probable  that  we  both  knew  who  was  the  other ; 
yet  in  no  way  was  our  pleasant  intercourse  it 
terrupted.  Indeed,  I  thought  he  seemed  to  treat 
me  afterwards  with  even  more  of  oonrtesy  and 
kindness  than'before ;  as  on  my  part  I  had  no  ill 
feeling  toward  him,  and  went  occasionally  to 
hear  him  preach ;  especially  at  hb  institution  of 
the  Rector  of  Sc.  Thomas,  in  upper  Broadway. 

He  was  quite  pugnacious  at  times,  against  all 
Calvinbm,  and  all  “  dissent.” 

On  Saturday,  Aug.  14, 1830,  we  met  on  the 
deck  of  the  old  and  large  steamer.  North  Amer¬ 
ica,  going  to  Albany,  smd  immediately  joined 
company,  promenading  the  length  of  that  noble 
craft,  and  talkmg  of  various  topics,  especially 
the  University  and  the  general  thmgs  of  religion 
It  was  a  memorable  time ;  and  the  Jast  that 
ever  saw  him.  He  died  at  Auburn  on  the  12lh 
of  the  next  month !  My  feelings  were  sad  at 
times,  to  think  of  exeJnsion  and  prelacy  I  I 
knew  how  hb  theory  regarded  me ;  quite  as  well 
as  he  did  about  my  estimate  of  hb  mitre,  crosier, 
diocese,  and  lofty  assumptions — as  the  sole  mor¬ 
al  centre  of  all  eooleaiastioal  authority  in  the 
great  State  of  New  York — alone  the  one  !  So 
far  as  oonviotion  and  oonscienoe  were  oonoemed, 

I  despbed  it  all  almost  as  much  as  I  do  now ; 
but  my  feelings  were  tAther  kind,  grieved,  and 
tender.  Many  were  looking  at  us,  as  we  passed 
up  and  down,  forward  and  aft ;  and  they  were 
thinking  and  speaking  various  things  as  pleased 
them.  Hobart  was  all  life  and  aotion,  though 
then  about  fifty-five — all  to  a  month,  I  think. 

He  was  oommenoing  hb  last  diocesan  visitation ; 
both  of  us  were  way- passengers ;  he  to  debark 
at  Hyde  Park,  I  earlier,  at  Newburgh. 

Hb  remarks  about  College  life  were  valuable. 

“  Boys,”  he  said,  “are  impatient  of  all  restrain*; 
and  discipline  b  ever  their  abhorrence.  They 
are  rebellious  against  it ;  and  conspire  againtt 
any  one  who  sustains,  or  executes,  or  approves 
it.  Hence,  the  Faoulty  should  always  be  sus¬ 
tained,  as  a  general  thing,  in  all  theb  encounters 
with  the  students.  I  would  sustain  them,”  said 
he,  “  in  everything  but  positive  moral  evil.  Boys, 
or  young  gentlemen,  are  incorrigible,  if  they  once 
get  the  idea  that  dbclpline  b  not  as  strong  as 
they  are.  We  must  uphold  the  authority  that 
b  lawfully  placed  over  a  College.  It  must  be  a 
settled  point  that  government  b  omnipotent.” 

In  all  thb  we  had  no  variance  of  opinion.  The 
way-luggage  was  all  paoked  amidships,  and  he 
proposed,  when  we  were  near  West  Point,  that 
we  should  go  and  inspect  the  masses,  and  see  if 
each  could  thus  identify  hb  own.  I  was  to  meet 
my  family  at  the  hospitable  mansion  of  my  ex¬ 
cellent  friend  and  ex  elder,  Peter  Roe,  Esq ,  of 
Pine  Grove,  and  was  engaged  to  preach  for  bis 
worthy  pastor,  now  in  a  better  world,  I  trust 
At  that  time,  hb  pastoral  labors  embraced  two 
ohurohes,  New  Windsor,  the  churoh  whioh  Wash¬ 
ington  was  wont  to  attend,  when  hb  head-quar 
tors,  iu  Revolutionary  times,  were  near  it ;  and 
abo  Canterbury,  farther  South;  the  Rev.  James 
H.  Thomas,  A.M.,  a  gradaato  of  New  Jersey 
College,  Nassau  Hall,  the  Alma  Mater  of  Ho¬ 
bart,  too,  was  theb  common  pastor. 

A  brief  searob  was  sueocssful.  He  remarked, 

“  I  would  not  like  even  to  doubt  where  niy  lug¬ 
gage  is,  when  I  most  leavo  the  boat,  perhaps  in  a 
hurry.”

Hobart  grasped  my  hand,  in  a  style  prompt 
and  affeotionate ;  and  I  was  really  sorry  to  leave 
him.  Little  thought  either  of  us,  that  death 
would  supervene  before  I  saw  him  again  1  In 
less  than  one  calendar  month,  he  was  a  corpse. 

I  saw  him  next  in  his  oeffio,  and  was  one  of  the 
solemn  train  that  followed  it,  at  hb  funeral. 

The  previous  December,  his  old  and  generous 
antagonist.  Mason,*  left  us;  and  Hobart,  with 
many  others  of  us  ministers,  attended  his  funer¬ 
al.  Our  Bruen  died  in  New  York,  near  the  end 
of  the  previous  summer ;  our  Lamed  at  New 
Orleans,  about  the  same  time.  Whelpley  and 
Romeyn  some  years  before. 

Often  have  I  reflected  with  solemn  and  tender 
emotion,  on  that  last  interview !  Often  regretted 
that  our  conversation  had  not  been  more  profita¬ 
ble.  But  I  knew  hb  principles  excluded  me, 
and  impeached  or  denied  the  oburoh  of  my  pref¬ 
erence.  With  perfect  oonviotion  that  the  error 
was  not  mine,  I  oared  for  it,  on  my  own  account, 
not  a  particle  ;  rather  despbed  it  then,  as  now 
Any  better  man  in  my  predicament,  would  have 
been  as  really  ignored,  and  recognized  only  in 
“  uncoven anted  mercies;  ”  Mason,  Dwight,  Ed 
wards,  Chalmers,  Doddridge,  Watts,Howe,0  wen, 
and  thousands  of  others,  “of  whom  the  world  was 
not  worthy,”  all  eoolesiastioallj  nothing  and  effi 
oially  fabe ! 

The  reader  may,  if  he  please,  do  my  poor  self 
the  justice  to  believe,  that  I  have  no  ill  feeling 
at  all,  personally,  against  bbhop  Hobart  But 
let  a  man  that  has  a  soul,  look  at  the  ooUiding 
principles,  and  see  if  there  is  any  good  reason,  in 
a  matter  so  solemn  as  that  of  religion,  to  prefer 
the  wrong  ones !  If  I  had  claimed  him  as  a 
brother,  he  might  have  both  resisted  the  claim 
and  mbconocived  the  claimer.  I  was  calmly 
happy  in  my  Savior,  and  satisfied  with  what  I 
know  of  Hb  truth ;  but  I  could  worship  no  man, 
whatever  hb  costume,  or  hb  titles,  or  hb  vaunted 
pedigree ;  and  I  knew,  as  now,  that  hb  oloso 
corporation  was  not  a  thing  of  God ;  not  igno 
rant  of  hb  companion  for  the  altar,  essays,  ser 
mons,  and  tracts,  all  intensely  exclusive  and  sec 
iarian.  So  it  goes,  and  men  die !  In  the  future 
world — but,  wo  shall  soon  bo  there. 

What  a  pity,  what  a  sin,  that  exolusivc  prin 
iples  arc  to  al{i?nate  neighbors,  professed  minis- 
U>ra  of  t'hrut,  oompanions  in  the  rapids  of  rush- 
lug  Ufe,  aud  eaudidaUs  for  heaven,  possibly  theirs 
(uslly  aud  iu  oiuiimon  ! 

Who  •'iiwsss  aU  those  divisions  and  ofencest 
rhoy  who  lake  “  the  word  of  God  as  the  only 
rule  to  direct  as,  how  wo  may  glorify  and  enjoy 
Him  ?”  or  those  who  override  that  word,  by  the 
rudiments  of  thb  world  and  the  wbdom  of  men? 
Has  Christ  so  given  the  keys  to  any  set  of  men, 
as  to  authorize  them  to  oarioature  and  pervert 
His  religion  ?  Gave  He  a  oommbsion  of  the 
sort  to  the  old  scribes  and  pharisees  of  Jerusa¬ 
lem?  Loves  He  the  trees  that  grow  in  Hb 
grounds,  whioh  hb  “  heavenly  Father  hath  not 
planted  ?  ”  Is  it  safe  or  spiritnal  for  soft-shelled 
Presbyterians,  to  bo  taken  with  sensnons  display, 
drapery  and  piotnres,  sacerdotal  state,  and  other 
appen  dagcf  of  “•  religion  fit  for  gentlemen  ?” 

The  only  ground  proper,  I  say  not  for  protes- 
tants,  but  for  Christians,  iJl  of  them,  is  that  of 
the  written  oracles  of  God.  Tell  ns  not  that 
all  denominations  take  them,  and  yet  are  variant 
and  separated.  In  honor  of  truth  and  its  Eter¬ 
nal  Author,  we  protest  agunst  the  perverrion. 
It  b  beeanse  they  do  not  take  them,  or  take 
them  in  a  faulty,  superficial,  and  deoeitfdl  man 
ner,  that  they  eontinne  so  to  differ  and  vary  I  Is 
not  truth  revealed  a  unit?  Does  the  Spirit  of 
God  inspbe  contruies  and  errors  ?  Is  the  unity 
of  the  Spirit  ever  vuioua  or  at  fault?  Is  in¬ 
spiration  nothing  ?  or  its  result  written,  not  tiio 
truth  of  God  ?  If  thb  be  not,  what  b,  then, 
the  standud  ?  Shall  we  go  to  the  fathers  ?  The 


monks  and  Mctaries  have  mutilated  therr  lesti- 
monies— or  if  not,  it  b  more  difficult  to  interpret 
Aem,  than  to  interpret  the  holy  Soriptnree.  The 
fathera  were  no  more  in*irired  than  bbhop  Hobart 
Md  bishop  Potter,  than  bbhop  Mason  or  bbhop 
ChUmers.  What  then  b  theb  authority  ?  Sim¬ 
ply  that  whioh  rises  from  the  mists  and  vapors 
of  antiquity?  Ate  a  thousand  ciphers,  because 
they  are  many,  or  because  they  are  dbtant,  and 
seen  only  through  a  vioioualy  rcfiaoting  telescope, 
to  be  put  into  a  sum  of  addition  or  muitipliea- 
tion,  and  thus  metamorphosed  into  integers  of 
signifioanoe? 

I  am  afraid  to  act  for  eternity,  except  in  arti¬ 
cles  of  faith  and  rules  of  aotion,  taken  immedi¬ 
ately  from  the  Scriptures  of  inspbation ;  and 
when  we  all  leun  to  do  it,  and  not  till  then,  b 
there  much  hope  for  extenMve  union  that  b  truly 
Christian. 


Sunday-Schools  and  the  Poor. 

There  is  something  of  almost  tragic  interest  in 
the  strong  contrasts  of  luxury  and  woe  in  the 
same  sbeets :  it  b  the  old  proximity  of  Dives  and 
Lizarus.  For  the  greatest  refinement  and  db- 
play,  and  for  the  greatest  beggary  and  loathiome- 
ness,  :soa  may  equally  go  to  great  ospitals,  Lon¬ 
don,  Paris,  Berlin.  The  uniformity  of  the  effeet 
m  ^es  where  the  religious  element  b  left  out 
strikes  ns  in  all  countries  and  ages,  and  indicate! 
causes  deeper  than  race,  climate,  form  of  govern¬ 
ment,  or  legblation.  Human  i^ery  lays  many 
of  its  burdens,  indeed,  at  the  door  of  govemmente, 
who,  by  absurd  jareferenoes,  gtiadmgresbiotjonf! 
olass  legblation,  stupidity  or  perverseneai  ooiicera- 
ing  Eohoob,  bounties  on  vice,  and,  above  aU,  war 
have  made  the  poor  poorer  and  the  vile  viler.  But 
a  worse  defect  of  the  social  fabrio  b  in  t^  mv 

terial  :  the  very  stones  of  the  builder  are  onuund. 

The  individual  character  of  whole  classes  has 
been  degraded.  No  arobiteotonio  skill  whieh 
leaves  out  religious  reformation  can  ooneet  these 
evib.  And  since  public  reformers  and  political 
philanthropists  often  concede  this,  and  bestb 
themselTes  in  schools,  lyceums,  newspapers, 
museums  and  other  parts  of  intellectuid  appara¬ 
tus — to  each  and  all  6f  whioh  we  bid  God  speed 
— it  becomes  neoesaary  to  add  that  it  b  utterly 
vain  to  look  for  relief  to  any  system  of  mere 
secularities.  If  any  one  chemical  constituent  of 
the  human  body,  suppose  lime,  b  wanting,  we  ex¬ 
pend  strength  vainly  on  building  up  all  the  rest. 
The  element  which  has  dropped  out  of  Ac  body 
politic  is  religion.  Government  and  common 
sohoob  may  rear  the  bony  strnotare  and  lay  on 
flesh  and  skin  :  but  they  prodnoe  a  great,  riekety, 
unstable  monster  if  they  exelnde  religion.  The 
pntresoenee  of  society  needs  the  salt  of  the  king¬ 
dom.  The  gospel  of  Jesus  Chrbt,  and  nothing 
else,  will  staonoh  social  wounds  and  be  for  the 
healiog  of  the  nations.  And  it  b  because  relig¬ 
ious  ednoation  exhibits  thb  antidote  and  prophy- 
laotio  in  the  best  way,  that  we  plead  for  it  so  ur¬ 
gently  on  national  grounds. 

It  b  greatly  to  bo  lamented  that  statesmen 
and  legblatoTS,  who  are  sometimes  philanthro¬ 
pists,  do  not  often  oondeioend  to  look  into  the 
working  of  oertain  humble  sohemes,  whieh  they, 
from  a  dbtant  and  erroneous  view,  duoard  ae 
methodistioal  or  cntbnsiastie,  or  even  fanatio.  The 
operation  of  religion  in  abating  social  nubancei  ie 
best  studied  on  a  small  scale;  as,foTinBtanoe,in  a 
single  neighborhood.  We  should  be  willing  te 
stake  the  question  upon  a  fair  examination  of  what 
has  bsen  wrought  by  the  Wesleyaus  in  certain 
well  known  districts  in  England,  or  by  the  Irish 
mbsions  in  Connemara.  So  far  as  the  expieri- 
ment  has  gone,  the  same  may  be  shown  in  regard 
to  sesmen  by  Isbors  under  the  Bethel  Flsg  and 
to  slaves  on  the  plantations  But  the  whole  his¬ 
tory  of  Sunday-school  progress  is  an  argument  to 
this  very  point  A  single  family — there  are  ten 
thousand  such — regenerated  by  God’s  blessing  on 
the  word  whioh  it  received  from  the  Sunday- 
school  would  suffice  to  demonstrate  thb  sooiab'z- 
ing  tendency.  Society  is  made  np  by  suoh  ftmi- 
lies.  Onoe  introduced,  religion  percolates  into 
every  cell  of  the  domestic  struotnre,  and  oomesto 
tinge  every  act,  whether  inward  or  outward. 
'Let  the  number  of  suoh  families  only  he  multi- 
plied  to  a  degree  not  too  great  to  ^  supposed, 
aud  we  should  already  have  turned  the  helm  of 
State  away  from  one  of  our  most  dangerous  seobl 
reefs. 

Our  hopes  ate  rused  when  we  oontemplate 
tens  of  thousands  of  ehildren  awaiting  the  hand  of 
Christian  eduoatioiL  To  present  to  the  mind  at 
a  glance  the  social  effeet  of  snob  training,  ormoeive 
twin-brothers,  bom  in  poverty  and  iqiMor,  to  he 
separately  brought  up,  one  in  hb  native  nest  or 
rookery  and  the  other  under  the  formative  Isesons 
of  divine  truth.  We  propose  to  repeat  tius  thou¬ 
sands  of  times,  for  the  sake  of  its  inflnenee  on  so- 
oiety.  The  dnotile  ourrent  of  the  Amerioaa 
youth  may  be  poured  into  a  right  mould,  even 
though  adult  evil  be  incorrigible.  If  we  have  in 
the  slightest  degree  suoeeedcd  in  all  the  foregoing 
pages,  we  need  soaroely  repeat  that  Sunday- 
sohoob  address  themselves  to  this  very  teak  of 
Chrbtianizing  the  juvenile  America. — Hie  Am. 
Sunday  School  and  its  Adjuncts.

Dr.  Sprague’s  Annab  contains  some  account  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Newman,  of  whom  Cotton  Mather  said, 
he  b  “  a  very  lively  preacher,  and  %very preach¬ 
ing  liver."  A  paper  found  among  hb  writings 
entitled,  “  Notes  or  Marks  of  Grace  I  find  in  My¬ 
self,”  evuce  that  bo  attained  a  high  state  of  spir¬ 
ituality.  Read  it :  “I  find  that  I  love  God,  and 
dcaire  to  love  God,  principally  for  himself ;  a  de- 
ibe  to  requite  evil  with  good;  a  looking  up  to 
God,  to  see  him  and  hb  hand  in  all^  things  that 
befall  me ;  a  greater  fear  of  displeasing  God  than 
all  the  world ;  a  love  of  such  Chrbtiana  as  I  never 
■aw,  or  received  good  from ;  a  grief  when  I  see 
God’s  commandments  broken  oj  any  person ;  s 
mouroing  tor  not  finding  the  assurance  of  God’s 
love,  and  the  sense  of  hb  favor  in  that  comforta¬ 
ble  manner,  at  one  time  as  at  another,  and  hot 
being  able  to  serve  God  as  I  should ;  a  willing 
ness  to  give  God  the  glo^  of  any  ability  to  do 
good ;  a  joy  when  I  am  in  Chrbtian  oompany,  in 
godly  oonferenoe;  a  grief  when  I  peroeive  it  g^ 
2l  with  Chibtians,  and  the  oontrary ;  a  constant 
performance  of  seoret  duties  hetweeu  God  and 
myself,  morning  and  evening ;  a  beimiliBg  of  sueh 
•ins  which  none  in  the  world  can  aoeuse  me  of; 
a  ohoosing  of  snfferbg  to  avoid  sin.”

Planting  Potatoes. 

Plant  potatoes  on  dry  land,  deep  plowed  and 
subsoUed,  msiDured  with  oomp^  in  toe  drill,  or 
covered  and  mixed  with  all  ^e  surface  soil  with 
a  cultivator  harrow.  Plant  medium-sized  tubers, 
in  medium  quantities,  cut  sO  as  to  divide  ^e 
eyes  equally,  and  kke  pains  to  drop  Aem  care¬ 
fully  and  with  regularity.  Use  nut  and  lime 
broadcast  at  the  fint  or  second  tending,  miring 
with  the  soU  by  the  cultivator.  The  pUster  may 
be  put  on  at  any  time  after  the  vines  are  well 
grown.  Take  care  to  keep  the  field  .clear  of 
weeds,  cost  what  it  wUl,  and  you  can  grow  po¬ 
tatoes  in  these  latter  days,  with  more  profit  thun 
you  ever  did  in  aneient  times  of  great  crops  and 
low  prices.  Even  if  the  crop  of  1857  should  be 
large,  you  need  not  fear  low  prices — that  day  has 
paued  away.  But  we  do  urge  you  to  increase 
the  potato  crop,  and  trust  to  Providence  and  ex 
tra  care  that  the  epidemic  that  has  so  long  af¬ 
flicted  and  discouraged  farmers  can  be  overcome. 
— Tribune.

Growing  Ourrants. 

We  like  to  grow  ourrants  with  a  single  stem, 
as  they  are  much  prettier,  and  better  in  every 
way.  Some,  we  know,  prefer  to  grow  them  wiA 
two  or  three  main  stems,  and  good  currants  can 
be  rrised  in  this  way,  if  the  plants  are  confined  to 
these  two  or  three  msin  branches,  but  generally, 
those  who  attempt  to  treat  currant  buihes  in  tlw 
way,  allow  suckers  to  grow  from  the  roots  wMoh 
iojure  the  plant  and  the  fruit  Tteie  suckers 
are  very  readily  noticed,  when  the  plant  is  treated 
as  recommended  with  a  smgle  trunk,  and  almost 
always  removed.  The  only  argument  we  have 
ever  heard  in  favor  of  the  two-or-three-branch 
system,  is  the  facility  with  which  the  plant  when 
getting  eld  is  renewed,  by  cutting  out  the  old 
wood,  and  allowing  a  new  head  to  form  the  new 
shoots.  This,  however,  is  of  little  consequence, 
as  new  plants  of  the  currant  can  be  so  easily 
raised.  When  currant  plants  get  old  it  is  better 
to  dig  them  up  and  re-place  them  with  others. 
The  careful  cultivator  should  always  have  a  few 
young  plants  on  hand. 
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Wlieat  Prospects. 

The  following  extract  is  from  a  letter  dated 
Bristol,  Kendall  County,  Ill.,  April  14.  Ken¬ 
dall  County  is  on  Fox  River,  above  Ottawa.  The 
letter  says  • — 

“So  far  as  my  knowledge  extends  in  this 
county,  there  is  a  gloomyr  promise  of  wheat 
Winter  wheat  is  all  killed  with  the  hard  Winter. 
I  had  forty  acres  Winter  wheat  sown  early  in 
September,  and  it  was  the  best-looking  wheat 
when  the  Winter  set  in  I  ever  saw.  But  it  now 
presents  nothing  but  a  dead  appearance — not 
wor&  anything ;  so  with  all  the  wheat  sown  last 
Fall  in  t^  quarter.  Last  season  was  a  good  one 
for  Winter  wheat  in  tMs  part  of  Illinois,  and  it 
brought  fair  prices,  which  induced  fancers  to 
sow  large  fields,  which  the  Winter  has  completely 
destroyed.  I  think  the  ice  that  formed  in  De¬ 
cember  and  January  in  this  part  of  the  State 
killed  the  wheat.  The  ice  commenced  forming 
during  a  run  storm,  and  continued  until  the 
whole  prairie  was  one  sheet  of  glare  ice ;  and  the 
cold  increased,  and  continued  for  weeks  extremely 
cold,  so  that  wheat  was  completely  frozen  to 
death.  It  is  now  so  late  in  the  season,  and  no 
Spring  wheat  sown  yet,  that  the  prospect  of  the 
wheat  crop  looks  unfavorably  for  this  season — ^not 
a  bushel  of  Spring  wheat  sown  yet,  and  no  plow¬ 
ing  done ;  so  there  is  no  time  for  getting  in  much 
of  a  crop  this  season.  Usually  we  sow  our  Spring 
wheat  in  March ;  this  year  it  has  been  nothing 
but  rain  and  snow,  mud  and  frost,  since  the  5th 
of  February.  Thia  morning  it  was  too  hard  fro¬ 
zen  to  plow,  so  you  may  judge  of  our  Spring,  and 
prospect  of  a  wheat  crop. — Tribune. 

Wheat  never  looked  better  in  the  Grand  River 
Valley,  Mich.,  than  when  the  snow  went  off  in 
February,  but  the  Winter’s  eovering  was  re¬ 
moved  too  soon ;  it  yielded  at  once  to  toe  extreme 
cold  of  March,  and  since  that  time  we  have  seen 
it  dying  out,  day  by  day,  until  we  despair  of  an 
ordinary  crop,  even  if  the  future  of  the  season 
preves  favorable. — Tribune. 

The  Livingston  N.  Y.  Republican  learns  on  in¬ 
quiry  of  intelligent  farmers  from  moot  parts  of  the 
country,  that  &e  wheat  on  the  ground  looks  far 
better  than  it  was  feared  it  would  from  the  unfa- 
vorableneas  of  the  weather  last  Fall,  and  during 
the  Winter.

Moral  Influence  of  Gardening. 

To  most  minds,  it  is  a  sufficient  argument  for 
gardening  that  it  furnishes  a  rational,  pleasant 
and  healthful  occupation;  that  a  well  kept  garden 
is  an  ornament  to  one’s  home,  and  a  comfort  to 
his  family.  Has  it  not  the  additional  attractiem 
of  a  moral  influence  7 

It  is  obvious  that  this  employment  withdraws 
a  man  fram  many  scenes  of  temptation.  It  does 
not  send  him  into  the  haunts  of  vice  in  cities, 
nor  into  places  of  sha^  traffic,  where  every  high 
and  noble  principle  is  sacrificed  to  the  lust  of 
gain.  It  does  not  often  bring  before  him  the 
dark  tide  of  human  nature,  and  familarize  his 
mind  with  gross  wickedness,  and  stimulate  his 
passions  to  indulgenee.  From  his  daily  path,  he 
seldom  hears  profane  oaths,  or  licentious  jests,  or 
enticements  to  intemperance.  His  calling  will 
not,  indeed,  ensure  the  preservation  of  a  virtuous 
character,  yet  it  is  eminently  conducive  to  that 
result. 

Gardening  brings  one  under  the  favorable  in¬ 
fluences  of  home.  This  is  a  positive  advantage, 
and  it  accrues  both  to  him  who  follows  gardening 
for  a  livelihood  and  to  him  who  makes  it  the  re¬ 
creation  of  his  leisure.  The  working  man  pui' 
sues  his  daily  toil  within  sight  of  his  own  gables: 
his  wife’s  cheerful  song  is  wafted  out  to  him 
through  the  open  casement ;  his  children,  some  of 
them  labor  at  his  side,  and  others  soothe  him 
with  their  innocent  prattle.  He  who  pursues 
gardening  from  a  love  of  it,  is  not  apt  to  spend 
much  of  his  leisure  in  other  and  questionable 
amusements.  The  early  morning  finds  him  among 
his  trees  and  plants,  and  when  the  day’s  business 
or  study  is  ended,  he  hies  to  his  garden  as  the 
most  delightful  refuge  from  fatigue  and  care. 
The  pursuit  of  office  or  wealth  is  lud  aside  for 
the  study  of  nature ;  the  society  of  the  street  and 
market-place  is  exchanged  for  the  society  of 
home.  Every  man  will  have  amusements  of  some 
kind,  and  his  character  is  often  detrmined,  for 
good  or  evil,  by  the  nature  of  his  amusements. 
Gardening  affords  a  rational  and  innocent  recre¬ 
ation,  and  one  which  carries  with  it  the  salutary 
influences  of  home. 

This  pursuit  fosters  a  habit  of  industry,  and 
so  benefits  the  oharucter.  A  garden  requires 
daily  care.  The  seeds  sown,  the  bushes  and 
trees  planted,  must  be  also  watered,  and  pruned, 
and  trained,  aad  kept  free  from  weeds  and  innu¬ 
merable  insects.  A  little  neglect,  and  all  is  lost. 
That  notorious  and  busy  personage,  who  is  said 
always  to  find  some  mischief  for  idle  hands  to  do, 
we  verily  believe  passes  by  the  gate  of  every  true 
gardener,  in  despair ! 

This  pursuit  tends  to  cultivate  a  feeling  of  de¬ 
pendence  upon  an  over-ruling  Providence.  When 
the  gardener  has  prepared  his  soil,  and  phmted  his 
seeds  and  his  trees,  he  can  do  little  more.  He 
must  wait  for  a  higher  power  to  waken  into  life 
the  seed-germ,  and  to  excite  into  active  growth 
the  roots  and  branches  of  the  tree.  When  the 
stated  -  order  of  things  Is  interrupted — when  the 
showers  and  dews  arewithholden,  and  the  thirsty 
earth  is  parched  with  drought,  or  when  the  rain 
descends  in  torrents,  or  the  sun  hides  Ms  face, 
and  blighting  winds  and  untimely  frosts  descend 
how  utterly  nelpless  is  man !  And  when  all  cir¬ 
cumstances  combine  to  favor  the  gardener’s  oper 
ations,  how  can  he  help  seeing  the  hand  of  Pro¬ 
vidence — a  Hand  co-working  with  and  blessing 
him  continually  I 

And  this  suggests  the  collateral  thought,  that 
gardening  tends  to  lead  the  thoughts  heavenward. 
The  objects  with  wMch  the  gardener  is  daily  fa¬ 
miliar  are  peculiarly  the  works  of  God,  and  are 
suggestive  of  his  power,  wisdom  and  goodness. 

As  the  gardener  beholds  all  vegetation  reviving 
in  Spring,  his  thoughts  are  carried  forward  to 
another  season  when  his  own  body  shall  awake  in 
new  and  immortal  life.  He  sows  his  seed  in  the 
Spring,  assured  that  he  will  gather  its  frrit  in 
the  autumn;  how  natural  the  reflection  that 
from  the  seed  sown  in  this  life,  the  spring-time 
of  his  existence,  he  vrill  gather  the  fruit  in  the 
harvest-time  of  the  Future  life.  He  beholds 
around  Mm,  not  only  what  is  necessry  for  his 
subsistence,  but  a  superabundance,  untold  grati¬ 
fications  of  the  senses  and  the  intellectual  tastes, 
tokens  of  the  boundlessness  of  Divine  power  and 
love;  how  natural  the  reflection  that  the  future 
abode  of  the  good  will  be,  in  beauty  and  enjoy¬ 
ment,  far  beyond  all  human  conception.- Country 
Gentleman.

Dwarf  Peas. 

There  is  now  a  olacs  of  Peas  becoming  quite 
common,  admirablj  adopted  for  our  amateur 
friends  whose  land  is  limited  to  a  city  lot  or  two, 
as  they  take  up  so  little  room.  These  sorts  are 
Bishop’s  Dwarf  for  early,  and  the  Queen  of 
D  Narfs  for  late.  These  Peas  rc  quire  no  sticking, 
bear  abundantly,  and  need  not  be  planted  orer 
two  feet  apart  between  the  roirs.  They  can  be 
eren  planted  as  edgings  quite  well,  and  are  really 
a  olerer  Pea  to  those  whose  land  is  limited. 
Peas  require  a  good  rich  soil,  and  soirn  only 
moderately  thick,  say  two  inches  apart  in  the  rows 
when  they  will  tiller  out  and  bear  much  more 
prolific  than  if  sown  so  rery  thick. 

Tomato  Chilture. 

There  are  numerous  Tarieties,  of  wMch  the 
large  smooth  red  is  the  most  popular  for  market, 
and  the  Mammoth  much  the  best  flavor  for  fami¬ 
ly  use.  They  are  oommonly  forced  by  planting 
tingle  seeds  in  pots  in  February,  and  putting  them 
out  the  last  of  May,  already  in  blossom.  The 
pot  is  then  well  filled  with  roots,  and  as  none  are 
broken  in  turning  them  out,  they  push  along 
rapidly,  and  giro  fruit  in  Jody.  These  potted 
plimts  are  to  be  had  of  the  market  gardeners  at 
this  season,  and  a  dozen  of  them  wUl  supply  a 
common  family. 

For  the  main  crop  for  pickling  and  for  preserv' 
log  in  cans,  seeds  sown  the  first  of  this  month  irill 
mature  soffioiently  early.  When  the  plants  are 
put  out  about  four  feet  apart,  toey  should  have 
frequent  hoeings,  and  the  leaders  should  be  head' 
ed  in,  to  faoilitate  the  forming  and  ripening  of 
the  fruit  Most  of  the  blossoms  are  put  out 
iritMn  two  feet  of  the  roots,  and  the  shortening- 
in  of  the  plant  forces  its  energies  to  fruit-hearing 
The  fruit  will  he  larger  under  this  treatment,  and 
Trill  be  some  days  earlier. 

Some  oultivators  lay  brush  doTrn  for  the  vines 
to  run  on,  and  others  tie  them  up  upon  a  lattice. 
We  think  both  these  methods  retard  the  ripening. 
The  heat  of  the  earth  in  August  is  of  great  servioe 
in  maturing  thia  fruit  The  early  plants  should

WcNui  Force  far  ike  China  Seae,  —Washing¬ 
ton,  April  14. — Tbe  Naval  Department,  as  well  u  the 
War  Department  is  unusually  active  It  is  gettiog  up 
steam  for  the  Cbinai  seas,  and,  barring  any  more  burst- 
lag  out  « t  cylinder-beads,  a  respecteb’e  naval  force, 
under  the  command  of  Commodore  Perry,  may  soon 
be  equipped  for  this  important  service.  As  Mr  Reed, 
our  Eavoy,  is  to  have  tbe  choice  of  a  ship  for  his  con¬ 
veyance  to  China,  he  will,  perhaps,  take  the  Minneeott. 
It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  he  will  flotf 


a  denomlnaiiofiai  origin.  Ita  aim  ia  not  to  famish 
a  oommentary  upon  every  verse,  hut  by  taking  np 
paragraphs  of  several  verses,  it  presents  In  a  more 
connected  and  oontinuons  method  the  lessons  as 
well  as  the  meaning  of  the  text.

Tbe  im  portanee  of  such  a  work  is  fully 
suggested  in  an  expository  passage  from  which  we 
select  the  following:  “Tbe  word  is  tbe  sword  of 
the  Spirit.  We  shall  never  fight  a  good  fight  if  we 
do  not  use  it  as  our  principal  weapon.  Tbe  word 
is  the  lamp  for  our  feet.  We  shall  never  keep  the 
King’s  highway  to  heaven,  if  we  do  not  journey  by 
its  light.  It  may  well  be  feared  that  there  is  not 
enough  Bible  reading  among  ns.  It  is  not  suffiiient 
to  have  the  book.  We  most  actually  read  It  and 
pray  over  it  ourselves.  It  will  do  us  no  good  if  it 
only  lies  still  in  our  houses.  Knowledge  of  the 
Bible  never  comes  by  intuition.  It  can  only  be 
got  by  bard,  regular,  daily,  attentive,  wakeful 
reading.

Like 
the  ^sh  that  Moses  saw,  it  may  bum,  but  shall 
not  be  conaumed.  Every  member  of  It  shall  be 
brought  safe  to  glwy.”

Tbe  foreign  Dry  Goods  market  indicates  no  general 
improvement.  Every  one  has  imported  largely  this 
year,  thinking  that,  with  the  ruling  high  prices,  hto 
nelgbboiB  wonld  not  do  so,  and  all  have  been  wofolly 
mistaken.  There  bas  always  been,  In  favorable  years, 
sneh  a  stimnlation  of  contnmption  that  country  dealers 
I  have  laid  in  a  stock  sufficient  to  supply  their  wants  for 
a  sneoeediog  bad  season,  and  this  seems  to  be  the  esse 
now  with  the  West.  Thera  to  an  active  oompetiiion 
among  oocslgnees  and  other  holders  of  goods  here, 
who  vie  with  each  other  in  the  length  of  credits  offered, 
and  this  causes  tbe  buyer  to  operate  with  less  esutfon 
The  effect  to  felt  in  the  easy  credits  given,  even  down 
to  tbe  smallest  retail  pnrebaser,  and  thus  consumption 
is  stimulated  to  an  nnnatnral  degree.  People  find  when 
their  bills  come  due  that  it  to  much  easier  to  bay  goods 
than  to  pay  for  them,  and  manage  to  make  their 
former  purchases  tost  until  they  can  repleffish  tbeir 
pockets.
